FARM CALENDAR 


Bean Weevils— Examine beans in 
storage for the presence of bean weev­ 
ils. 
If they are found and the beans 
are to be used for cooking, heat them 
for several hours in an oven at 120 
degrees. 
Fumigate seed beans with 
carbon bf-sulphide, one pint to IOO bu­ 
shels. 
Dairy calves should be allowed as 
much freedom as possible on the mild 
winter days. 
The calf barn should 
have a dry yard adjoining where the 
calves may be allowred to run. 
Sheep— An open winter may 
lead 
sheep* men to allow their flocks to de­ 
pend too much upon poor pasturage 
for maintenance. 
Do not overlook the 
f a d that ewes will soon be lambing 
and should btl sufficiently nourished 
to insure a proper milk flow. 
Supple­ 
ment pasture with grain feed of corn, 
oats and bran. 
In the northern tier 
counties tw'o parts buckwheat, three 
parts oats and one part bran or oil 
meal may be substituted. 
Electric Lighting-Just as much care 
should be given the electric lighting 
system in the farm house as the auto­ 
mobile or tractor. 
On the gas engine, 
the carton should be cleaned from 
time to time, the valves ground, the 
bearings looked after and the proper 
lubricant used. 
Farm Sanitation—Thousands of dol­ 
lars worth of damage could be done 
against the dairy business of the state 
should a serious outbreak of typhoid 
fever occur and be traced to the milk 
supply. 
It is of vital interest to all 
milk producers to nee that there is 
proper disposal of sewage about the 
dairy’. 
A simple form of septic tank 
can easily be constructed and in most 
cases give satisfaction under various 
requirements, which can be worked out 
on the ground by the farm mechanics 
extension man 
from State College. 
He works through your county agent.

The beaded Bag in a New Form 


The beaded bas i.- 
Well 
deserved 
pop.!,!. . , 
and

one need despair ot owning one in 
eptte of the high prices asked in the 
more, and the tedious hours of labor 
usually required to bead one at home. 
The baff ahown can be made In a few 
hears, and at a small cost. 
It Is made on a frame. 
These 
frames may be purchased at any de­ 
partment store for a small sum. The 
foundation Is velvet or some other 
soft heavy material, and the beading 
consists of small pieces of beaded 
trimming sewed to the material. At 
any trimming counter one will And 
pieces of beaded trimming of every 
possible shape and kind, and at prices 
ranging from 
twenty-flve 
cents a 
piece up. 
These beaded trimmings 
•re made on a fine net foundation 
which does not show, Select a frame 
for the top, and then cut the bag the 
desired shape from a piece of velvet 
or other soft material. The bag must 
be made to fit the frame at the top, 
and the lower edges sewed up with a 
seam on the inside. Before the bag 
Is sewed to the frame take It to the 
trimming counter, and select pieces 
of the bended trimming to be ap­ 
pliqued on It. 
If one will lay the 
pisces of trimming on the velvet bag, 
and fit different shaped pieces care­ 
fully together It will be found an easy 
matter to cover the entire surface of 
tho bag with the bssda. A glance at 
th# Illustrations will show how bead­ 
ed •actions srs put together In pieces! 


to dorm a pattern. If one does not 
wish to have the entire bag beaded, 
open apacee of the velvet may be left 
in between the beaded pieces with 
good effect. 
The bag shown, has a small handle 
attached to the frame from whtrh 
the beaded handle Is suspended. The 
beaded handle Is simply a strip of 
beaded trimming which comes by the 
yard, and is about an Inch wide. One- 
quarter yard of this trimming will J 
snake a nice loop for holding the bag. 
Before leaving the trimming coun­ 
ter one must also get some beads for 
the bottom of the bag. 
Sufficient 
beaded fringe can be bought to ex­ 
tend along the bottom, or one may ! 
buy the beads and make the fringe 
at home, or it can be made without 
any fringe at all. 
With these materials at hand It Is 
now a very simple matter to sew the 
pieces of beaded trimming to the vel­ 
vet. Sew all ground the edges of each 
piece of trimming, catching the net 
on which the beads are sewed to the 
velvet with an overcasting stitch. The 
stitches will sink down into the pile 
of the velvet, and when the bag is 
finished it will be Impossible to tell 
that the beading has not been done 
directly on the velvet.
